Fortnightly Crop Report 


Since October 9th, warm 
bright. weather has prevailed 
through cut Alberta and during 
the past week excellent progress 
has been made with threshing. 
In the Peace, River district 
about 80 per centof threshing 
has been completed, and a 
large part of the grain remain- 
ing has been staeked. In north- 
ern Alberta threshing is every 
where progressing 1apidly, 
The amount completed varies 
from 15 to 50 p.c. with an ave- 
rage of about 40p.c. In the 
central part of the Province 
about 75 p.c. of all grains are 
threshed, while in the south 
threshing has been completed 
for some time. 

In central and/southern Alber 
ta and the Peace River divtrict 
a considerable percentage of 
early threshed wheat gr 


grading tough and damp will 
be eomparatively small. A large 
percentage of the wheat being 
marketed at present grades No. 
1 and 2 Northern. 

Yields reported at various 
points indicate that the Federal 
Bureau of Statistics estimate 
of 17.5 bushels per acre through- 
out the Provinee will be sus- 
tained. Lacombe reports yields 


| of from 30 to 75 bus of wheat, 


50 to 100 bus, of oats and 30 to 
60 bus. of barley. 

At Vermilion the estimated 
average yield of wheatis 30 
bus. per acre and in the Peace 
River district an average ef 
20 bus. of wheat. 40 bus. of oats 
per acre are being obtained. 

The greater part of the pota- 
toand root crop has alreaey 
been harvested and excellent 
yields and good quality are 
reported. Om the irrigated dis- 
tricts threshing of sweet clover 
and alfaifa for seed is well ad- 
vanced,

Feeding Pullets for 
Winter Egg Production 


During the late fall and win- 
ter months as a general rule 
egg prices are very much higher 
than at any other time through- 
ont the year. Every poultry 
raiser should realize, therefore 
that if he gets good egg produc- 
tion then it will pay him well. 
As the great bulk of the adult 
birds will be resting and under 
going moulting process during 
the fall and winter months, the 
pullets are left practically as 
the only source of fresh eggs at 
that time. Thus, the chief, con- 
cern of the poultry - keeper 
should be to give the pullets 
the best possible attention in 
order that they produce to their 
maximum capacity.  Pullets 
should not lay until they are 
mature, and for this reason 
poultrymen should aim to have 
their young stock mature be- 
fore the cold weather begins in 
the fall, Early hatched pullets 
that start to lay in October or 
November are the ones to keep 
for egg production,: It is the 
early hatehed and fully matur- 
ed pullets in good healthy con. 
dition that will produce the 
eggs during the fall and win- 
ter months, 

Pullets require careful feed- 
ing during the fall ‘and winter 
to secure profitable egg pro- 
duction. They relish and do 
better on a variety of feeds 
providing these are palatable. 
Laying pullets should be fed a 
ration consisting of seratch 
grains and mashes, meat food, 
green food, mineral food, grit 
and drink. 

At the Dominion Experi- 
mental Sfition at Lacombe 
Alberta, h dry mash mixture

In the summer time when the 
hunder caps appear in the sky and

which may be heavily charged with 
slectricity, and are shocked to death. 

The ordinary fence built om 
wooden posts should be grounded 
every sixth post by means of a wire 
six or eight feet long twisted around 
all of the line wires of the fence and 
then secured in a hole in the ground, 
The hole should be dug deep enough 
so that the wire comes in contact 
with moist earth. A fence so ground- 
ed offers no danger to live stock dur- 
ing the thunderstorm, 

The wire fence built on galvanized 
steel fence posts is already grounded 
at every post and no thunderstorm 
with its discharge of lightning can 
injure the cattle enclosed by such a 
fence,
